the Coming Revolt. 


Settlers Ask for Arms to Dafend Their 
Lives and Property. 


Much Anxisty Felt Over the Indiaus’ 
Religious Frenzy. 


Ranchers Moving Off Their Land in 
the Neighborhood of the Res- 
ervations—Ths Govern- . 
mertt Condemned. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
MINNEAPOLIs ( Minn.,) Nov. 16—The 
Tribune’s Mandin (N. D.,) special 
says: Settlers living on the border of 
the Sioux reservation bring stories of 
the arming of the Indians, which is 
borne out by Joseph Buckley, who 
speaks their language. Buckley came 
in today and says that every Iudian on 
the reservation will shortly go on the 
warpath, and that they have 
got possession of Custer’s rifles, 
which the United States army 
never found.

THE FARMER MURDER.

INDIAN FIEND NOT YET 
CAPTURED. - 


Return of United States Marshal 
Gard—Sheriff Aguirre and His ; 
Deputles Still Following 
the Murderer’s Trail. 


United States Marshal Gard returned last 
night from the scene of the Farmer murder 
in the Mint Canon, and furnishes the fol - 
lowing description of the murderer, as given 
him by Henry Thomas, the rancher, at 
whose house the Indian stopped on Thurs- 
day night preceding the murder. 

The man is a Cnimahueva Indian, 25 
years of age, five feet eizht inches in height, 
smooth face, neither full nor thin, cheek 
bones net very prominent, medium build, 
complexion medium, for an Indian. He 
wore a dark sack coat, vest of same color, 
and buttons of variegated colors; p:nts 
lighter, mixed gray, very much frayed at 
the bottom, also much worn inside up to 
the knee; black siouch hat, pointed laced 
shoes, about No.9. ‘There are three nails 
on the outside of the sole; flit heels. The 
Indian does not talk Spanish but speaks 
fair Engiish. He claims to be well ac- 
quainted about Calico. 

Marshal Gard, after looking over the 
ground and gaining all the information 

ssible, is of the opinion that the murderer 

s making for Calico, or some point in that 
vicinity, but that owing tothe start which 
he has, and the rough country through 
which he is traveling and with which he 1s 
evidently familiar, it will be some days 
before he can be overtaken. Telegrams 
covering his description have been sent in 
every direction, and if he makes his appear- 
ance in any settlement he will be at once 
apprehended and. turned over to the Los 
Angeles authorities. 

At this writing Sheriff Aguirre and his 
‘deputies are in the wountains, and are 
working in connection with a party of 
woodsmen who are thoroughly familiar 
‘with the country. They have found and 
are following the trail,and as the party 
contains two brothers of the murdered 
woman, they will not give over the hunt 
while a chance remains of overtaking. the 
murderer.

SHALL THE SALOONS BE CLOSED 
ON SUNDAYS? . 


Tomorrow an election will be held in 
the city to enable the voters to pass 
upon the question whether or not the 
saloons shall be closed on Sundays. 
The Couneil having been petitioned to 
close the saloons on Sundays, has 
adopted this method of ascertaining 
the sentiment of the citizens on the 
subject; and it is understood that the 
result of the election will decide its 
course in the matter, 

The arguments advanced by those 
who advocate the closing of saloons on 
the first day of the week are, in brief: 

Thatitis unjust to those in other lines 
of business that workingmen should be 
tempted to spend a large portion of 
their week’s wages on the day after 
they receive them, and upon which 
day other businesses are mostly closed. 

That Sunday saloons interfere with 
the sobriety of employés. 

That the safety of ä large number of 
homeless young men demands the Sun- 
day closing of saloons. 

That the intersts of a large number 
of wives and children demand such 
closing. 

That the security of life, property. 
and purity demands Sunday closing. 

That Sunday closing is demanded in 
deference to the good name of thecity. 
That it would be no infringement of 
saloon-keepers’ rights, being in the na- 
ture of police regulation. 

On the other hand, the liquor men 
offer, among other arguments against 
the proposed legislation: 

That the legality of the saloon busi- 
ness being recognized by the fact that 
it is licensed, no invidious distinction 


should be made between that and other 


lines of business, 

That the decrease of the number of 
days upon which saloons could remain 
open would amount, practically, to an 


inerease of license. 


That disturbances in saloons on 
Sunday in Los Angeles are of ex- 
tremely rare occurrence. _ 

That it would be in the nature of 
class legislation against the poor man, 
to whom the saloon is a club, and 
often his only resort, while the rich 
man would still have his club, with 
well-stocked wine cellar, to go to. 
Tuat a number of resorts would at 
once be opened, on Sundays, just out- 
side the city limits, where no license 
would be necessary, to which places 
those desiring to drink would flock, 
and consume more than they do at 


present. 


As to the classing of saloons with 
other lines of business, it is a well- 
known fact that a distinction is almost 
everywhere made. The amount of the 
license in Los Angeles is one proof of 
this. Even in London, that bead- 
qnarters of the gin-mill, the public- 
houses are closed on Sunday mornings 
during church hours, The Council 
would no doubt see fit to decrease the 
license proportionately, should the 
saloons be closed four or five days a 
month. It is true that disturbances 
in Los Angeles saloons on Sunday 
or. other days are few and 
far between, but that is no sufficient 
argument in favor of keeping the 
saloons open on Sundays. The city, as 
a whole, has been remarkably free 
from crime during ‘the past year, but 
we do not relax our vigilance on that 
account. The club argument will not 
hold. A club is open only to a privi- 
leged few, the saloon is open to every 
passer-by, Poor men can also establish 
clubs, if they so desire, and at less 
cost to them, in the long run, than the

WHEN JUSTICE IS MOCKED. 


The sheet-anchor of a country is its 
System of justice. Land-grabbers 
may swallow up great tracts of the 
people's domain, monopolies may op- 
press the poor, and even legislatures 


as the font of justice remains pure, 
the ship of State may ride out the 
perils of the worst gaies. When, how- 
ever, the courts begin to fail us, what 
recourse is left tothe people? 
Tue facility with which criminals— 
especially wealthy criminals—crawl 
through the meshes of the law in this 
country is notorious, and it is a condi- 
tion of affairs which appears to be 
growing worse at an alarming rate. 
When a petzon of wealth or influence 
is found guilty and actually undergoes 
merited punishment nowadays, it 
is a subject for genuine sur- 
prise. It ig the. exception, rather 
than the rule, for wealthy or 
influential man to suffer the full pun- 
ishment due to him for his misdeeds. 
Only once ina while, when an out- 
raged public opinion finds determined 
expression, is an example made in 
some stray case, but when the matter 
has blown over, as often as not the 
man is pardoned out. 

There are several methods in which 
this thing is worked and justice made 


a farce. In the first place, 
are the “law’s delays“ — the 
tedious adjournments after ad- 


journments, on the most flimsy pre- 

texts, which practiced lawyers know 
so well how to obtain for the benefit of 
their clients. Witnesses are in this 
manner tired out and lost sight of, or 
given'inducements to make themseives 
scarce. When the case is finally called, 
the defendant has a walk-over. 

Then there is the system of straw 
bail, which bas reached such a pitch in 
this State that men make a profession 
of going on bonds. How often do we 
hear of bail bonds being forfeited, even 
when there is anything to forfeit? 
Generally there is not. 

Jury fixing’ is another recognized 
profession“ —at least in San Fran- 
cisco, and rumor has it that the indus- 
try is not unknown here. It is rather 
a risky business, and is only resorted to 
as a rule when other methods fail, but 


ot twelve to hold out and hang the 


jury. 
Last, we come to the crime of per- 
jury, which is the commonest of all oh- 
currences in our courts. The rankest’ 
and most barefaced perjury: has been 
committed, in recent cases, right in 
this city. The perjurer, to evade the 
law, resorts to the flimsy pretext” tue 
he does not remember matters about 
which he is questioned, although he 
may have given a full and minute ac- 
count to a number of persons 
only a few hours previously. Mem- 
bers of the bar assert that here, 
in this community, perjury is so preva- 
lent that no man’s property, life or 
reputation is safe. 

This is a miserable and discouraging 
state of affairs for patriotic Americans 
to have to admit. If it is allowed to 
continue, there can be but one outcome 
When wealth can purchase exemption 
from punishment for crime, we may 
still call this a republic, but in truth it 
will be nothing but a venal oligarchy, 


have less rights than they do under the 
average monarchy. : 

What is the remedy? In the first 
place, an awakened and intelligent 
public opinion, which shall demand a 
reform in the courts. In the second 
place, the taking of the judiciary out 
of the domain of party politics. In the 
third place, the election of public pros- 
ecutors, who will be thoroughly inde- 
pendent, fearless and aggressive in 
their warfare upon crime and crim- 
inals, whether they be of high or low 
degree. 

Judicial reform is just now, in Amer- 
ica and in California, the most impera- 
tively demanded of all reforms, and it 
cannot be inaugurated too soon.

The Barings’ Trouble Charge- 
able to the Czar. 


A Heavy Withdrawal of Deposits Em- 
barrasses the Firm. 


Guarantee Subscriptions Pouring in 
From All Quarters. 


Three Years’ Time Will Straighten 
Out Matters—New York Finan- 
ciers Discuss the 
Money Situation. 


By Telcgraph to The Times. 

Lonpvon, Nov. 16.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] ‘The distrust in 
financial circles was not entirely dis- 
pelled by yesterday's 1elief of the Bar- 
ings. The general belief is that it is 
still too early to conclude that all is 
right. It is known that a number of 
smal! fisms have been under a heavy 
Strain. It is also improbable that con- 
fidence will be restored until the posi- 
tion of the Barings toward Argentine 
finaucial matters becomes clear. 

The Barings offered to sacrifice 
everything, but the unavoidable delay 
in realizing would have been almost 
equivalent to an actual collapse, and 
for this reason it was decided to raise 
a guarantee fund. It is rumored that 
Russia's agent in Paris withdrew re- 
centiy another £2,500,000 on the rumor 
that the Barings had stopped payment. 
The latters’ assets include £7,000,000 
of the finest paper in the worid. It is 
believed that three years will be ample 
time to bring the firm’s affairs to a 
substantial position. 

The Baring’s embarrassment was 
due to the action of the Russian 

overnment, which, alarmed' by the 

nancial troubles in the Argentine 
Republic during the summer, suddenly 
withdrew from the Barings £2,500,000 
just as it withdrew 21.000.000 from the 


1889, its action at that time resulting 
in the suicide of the manager of the 
institution and the collapse of the cop- 
per ring. 

The Scotch Bank will have a meet- 
ing tomorrow for the purpose of adding 
to the Barings’ guarantee fund. The 
whole banking world has shown alac- 
rity in subscribing. and when all of the 
provincial and other subscriptions 
have arrived the total will be such a 
sum as will make the whole incident 
a brilliant triumph of the organizers 
ofthefund. Besides the three millions 
surplus the partners’ estates represent 
immense. resources. 

Another large firm called a meeting 
of its chief connections Saturday and 
submitted a statement which effect-

FORGED FOR YEARS. 


A STOCK-BROKER’S METHOD OF 
RECOUPING LOSSES. 


His Fine Work Accidentally Dis- 
covered by a Clerk—A Full 
Confession of His Guilt— 
Amount Involved. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Nov. 16.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.]! Albert H. Smith, 
junior partner of the brokerage firm of 
Mills, Robeson & Smith, is a prisoner, 
charged with over seventy forgeries 
aggregating $350,000. Smith ac- 
knowiledged his guilt and turned over 
all his property for the benefit of cred- 
itors. The discovery of the forgeries, 
which cover a period of six years, was 
accidentally made Saturday morning 
by aclerkin the employ of the firm. 
In bis confession Smith says that he 
used the money to reimburse cus- 
tomers who had lost money on 
his suggestions. The loss re- 
sulting from Smith’s misdoings 
will fall on his firm, which 
has been in existence since 1872, and 
which has been held in the hignest re- 


ute. 
Smith's plan was simple. He would 
buy eight or nine shares of first-class 
stock, and by adding a cipher or the 
letter y“ raise the order to eiguty or 
ninety shares. These would be de- 
posited with the firm asa private ac- 
count, and he thus made his partuers 
respousible. The discovery was ac- 
cidentally made by a stock clerk, and 
Smith chen confessed everything to 
his partners. Smith is a promsnent 
gburchman and member of several 
clubs. He is 45 years old and a child- 
less widower. 

All of the forgeries are not a total 
loss to the firm, as about one-fourth 
can be recovered.

The Question of Coast Defenses

WASBINGTON, Nov. 16.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Secretary of War 


has issued his annual report.. In con- 
nection with courts martial the report 
says: Since the order allowing en- 
listed men a suitable offier to 
defend them the number of courts 
martial has fallen off considera- 
bly and this is indicative of the im- 
provingtone of the army.“ In regaid 
to coast defenges the report says: 


Our — coast line is uliarly exposed 
to attuck from the sea. No great civilized 
nation tuday has more just cause than . ours 
to look well to the condition of its coast de- 
fenses, and none since the Civil War has 
ao whoily neglected them. A modern land 
battery constitutes a permanent defeuse. 
When our principle cities, our harbors and 
our navy yards are thus protected, then 
our coasts will safe, and our 
navy and our increasing commerce 
will have safe ports ot refuge. With an 
annual appropriation of eight to ten mill- 
ions, only alittle more than that of the 
present year, the construction and emplace- 
ment of mortars and guns aud works of tor- 
pedo defense for the whule coast can be car- 
ried ou, and in ten yeurs our principal har- 
bors and cities rendered reasunabiy secure. 

The art of modern guu-making is now 
well inaugurated in this country. Under 
the present contract about thirteen twelve- 
inch cast-iroén murtars, hoo with steel, 
can be cast per anuum, and as there 


are other plants in the country besides 


those of the present cuntractors, it is onl 
necessary that sufficient sums be appropri- 
ated for the manufacture of about fifty mor- 
tars a year. The m nufacture of furgiugs 
for 8 inch, 10-inch and 12-inch breech-load- 
ing guns by the Bethlehem Iron Works un- 
der the apvropriation of 21, 500, 000 is pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily and it is expected 
that the contract will be completed by No- 
vember 1, 1893. -The appropriation will se- 
cure about sixty-one guos of the calipres 
mentioned. 

The number of desertions from the army 
for the year ending September 30 were 2086, 
as against 2751 for the same period last 

ear, a decrease of 24 per cent. This result 
s due to such improvements in the service 
as could be accomplished under existing 
legislation, The act of Congress of June, 
890, was passed too late to have much ef- 
tect this year. The act proceeds upon the

service iv an honorable way there will be 
fewer attempts to do so dishonorably.
